Applicant argues that "Moroney never even suggests sending the quantization data from the decoder to the encoder. There is no 
indication that any guantization data at all ever goes to the encoder." (Page 6 of the submission of 2/20/09; 2nd paragraph) 

Examiner disagrees. The guantization information is obtained and available to the system 200 (and 210 of Fig. 2) at modules 120 and 
175. The Motion Vectors are extracted before applying the de-guantization step, and are supplied to section 250 at 194, in order 
to avoid motion estimation in the transcoder (Col. 3, lines 58-65). This generates a new bit stream and a new bit rate (Col 5, lines 
14-24) .
